10.—(UN)—Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd and the chief aides of his south 
polar expedition were guests tonight 
at the first of a series of receptions 


which will continue until a fortnight 


hence, when the _ exploration party 
sails back to its starting point, New 
York. 

Byrd said he did not know whether 
he would return to New Zealand, but 
added that arrangements had been 
made to recover all his airplanes, 
which he left in the antarctic in his 
eagerness to get away through the ice 
barrier. ’ 

The most salient of Byrd’s utter- 
ances, as he was interviewed on his 
arrival here today, were as follows: 


“I have accomplished my entire 
mission. 

“The results to science are ines- 
timable at present, but geology, biol- 
ogy, meteorology, physics and radio 
science should all benefit. 

“If there is one thing I am elated 
about it is that every man returned. 
This is a fgat in antarctic explora- 
tion. ' : 

“The cold and bad visibility were 
the worst features in flying over the 
white continent. It was like flying 
through milk all the time.” 

Byrd said he considered his actual 
flight over the pole secondary to the 
more important discovery of hundreds 
of square miles of new territory east 
of the Ross dependency. 

“Personally,” he said, “I am not the 
least concerned about claiming the 
land for America. I merely continued 
the work begun by British pioneers, 
and all 1 did was to touch the fringe 
of a subject which will bear study in 
the generations ahead. I have named 
it Marie Byrd land but it is not Amer- 
ican, Rather it belongs to the world.”

County Leaders 
Cash Prizes of $2,500 Offer- lJ ubilant as Loan 


Fund Is Received 


Members of the Fulton county com- 
mission, as official heads of the coun- 
ty government, Monday had that 
grand and glorious feeling that comes 
when one has all his debts paid up 


to date and, in addition, money in 


the bank to draw interest. 

The reason for the jubiliation was 
the errival from New York of the 
second-half of a $2,300,000 loan ob- 
tained by the county in anticipation 
of 19380 tax receipts. - At a. special 
meeting. of the commission Monday 
afternoon, it was stated that all ob- 
hgations of the county to date will be 
paid out of the loan. and that there 
will be $1,166,100 left in the Atlanta 
banks. which the commission, aided 
by collection of back taxes, etc., will 
apply toward obligations incurred in 
the future until current year’s taxes 
start coming in. 

The 1930 loan was obtained at the 
lowest rate of interest secured by the 
board of commissioners within 20 
years, 5.1 per cent, as against more 
than 6 per cent the county paid last 
year. Provisions of the Georgia law 
which kept the county from obtaining 
current year revenue until late in the 
vear, after the tax rate is fixed in 
September, make the loan necessary, 
it was said. 

Out of the loan, the city of Atlanta 
today will be paid $100,000 donated 
by the county in 1928 as its contribu- 
tion toward maintenance of Grady 
hospital, Battle Hill sanitorium and 
fire protection. The donation was re- 
quested in order that the city might 
balance its 1928 budget and pay the 
school teachers, it was said.

Justice Sanford’s going leaves the 
south with a lone representative on 
the highest tribunal in the land—As- 
sociate Justice James Clark McRey- 
nolds, also Tennessee, who cele- 
brated his sixty-eighth birthday less 
than a month and a half ago. Seldom 
in the history of the nation has the 
south found itself with less than two 
of the nime members’ constituting the 
supreme court. There have been brief 
periods of single representation, but 
the rule, established by long precedent, 
has been to allot at least two mem- 
bers to the important tier of states 
extending from Virginia to the Mis- 
sissippi. . 

The name of Senator George is au- 
matically included in any list of su- 
preme court eligibles fram the south- 
ern section, not only because of his 
long service on the bench in Georgia, 
but because of the reputation he has 
gained since coming to the senate as 
an authority on constitutional ques- 
tions. 


Recognized Authority. 


Early after his election to the sen- 
ate in 1922 as the successor to the 
late Senator Thomas E. Watson, he 
came to be recognized as having one 
of the finest legal minds in the cham- 
ber. Next to Senator Thomas J. 
Walsh, of Montana, there is hardly a 
member of the senate who approaches 
his equal in ability to discuss ques- 
tions of constitutional import. 

Ih recent years it has come to be 
the expected in congressional press 
gallery circles that George, Walsh 
and Borah, of Idaho, will be the final 
authorities in any senatorial debate 
growing out of an interpretation of 
the federal organic law. The highest 
tribunal itself has gone out of its 
way to pay a unique tribute to the 
Georgia senator's ability as a consti- 
tutional authority, only a year or so 
ago the supreme court in passing on 
an important case of the day incorp- 
orated in its decision passages from 
a speech Senator George had delivered 
on the subject on the floor of the up- 
per chamber and citing his conelusions 
in support of its findings. There is 
no record of a similar incident in re- 
cent years, 

From his service first as a superior 
court judge and Jater as a member of 
the state court of appeals and finally | 
the state supreme court, Senator 
George is regarded as having a rigid- 
ity of judicial conception that places 
him in the front ranks of any candi- 
dates that may be mentioned. Al- 
though a member of the opposite po- 
litical party from the president, his 
philosophy of government by no means 
eliminates him from ocnsideration at 
the hands of Mr. Hoover.

While no one is able to say whether 
the president will adhere to the past 
policy of geographical representation, 
it nevertheless will be brought close- 
ly to his attention the preponderance 
of numbers now held on the court 
by the eastern tier of states.

GIRL PILOT SETS. 
ALTITUDE RECORD 


ROOSEVELT FIELD, N. Yf,, 
March 10.—(4)—Elinor Smith, 18- 
year-old aviatrix, today apparently set 
a new altitude record for women by 
flying her airplane to a height esti- 
mated at 32,000 feet. 

She took off in an attempt to bet- 
ter the previous record of 24,600 feet 
established by: the late Marvel Cros- 
son, who was killed in the women’s 
air derby last year. Miss Smith de- 
scribed her experience to the Asso- 
ciated Press in the following words: 

“Today was rather warm and hazy 
and I was rather anxious as to the 
visibility as I had been told that the 
winds were so strong above 15,000 
feet as to blow one backwards, and, 
as you may easily guess, I had no 
wish to be blown out to sea, regard- 
less of my love for swimming.

Necessary for Prohibition 


Judge Sibley Claims Suc- 
cess of Law Is Depend- 
ent Upon United Action 
of Vast Majority.

Fourteen true bills charging viola- 
tions of the prohibition laws were re- 
turned by the March federal grand 
jury in session here Monday and a 
similar number of cases disposed of 
in the courtroom following the charge 
of Judge Samuel H. Sibley, which was 
devoted in the main to a discussion of 


the question of prohibition and its ef- 
fect on federal court procedure, in 
which he declared that in the final 
onalysis it is a “fight against people 
of wealth and position who finance 
law-breakers by buying whisky. 

“While it is my opinion that the 
use of alcohol is so harmful as to 
make it entirely reasonable for the 
government to forbid its use, the fact 
remains that it is easy to manufacture 
whisky and hard to outlaw it,” he 
declared. “It begins to look like law 
won't do it and I believe it will re- 
quire the united action of a vast ma- 
jority of our people. The question re- 
solves itself into one of total ab- 
stinenee on the part of 90 per cent 
of the people if prohibition is to be- 
. come effective.” 

One Question Omitted. 

Discussing the Literary Digest na- 
tion-wide poll on the subject, Judge 
Sibley declared that it might be of 
some value in determining the senti- 
ment of the country but that one im- 
portant question had been omitted. 

“Those who vote in favor of pro- 
hibition should be asked if they per- 
sonally are willing to forego the use 
of intoxicating whisky in all forms,” 
he stated, “If people won't quit drink- 
ing there is no use talking about a law 
ty produce this effect.” 

In concluding his 30-minute talk to 
the new grand jurors he stated that 
“it is not our duty now to discuss 
what might be but what is,” and or- 
dered them to examine the evidence 
submitted and return indictments 
where they were warranted. He com- 
mented on the fact that grand juries 
were originally designed to investigate 
cases themselves but that under the 
present situation they had little else 
t» do but consider cases which were 
brgught to their attention. 

14 True Bills Found. 

Completing its day’s work sbortly 
before court adjourned Monday atter- 
noon, Foreman C, A, Tappan returned 
14 true bills in prohibition cases, two 
no bills and one indictment charging 
violation of the motor vehicle theft 


act. 

While these deliberations were in 
progress the courtroom was the scene 
of 11 pleas of guilty to charges of vio- 
lating the prohibition laws and three 
jury trials of defendants who plead- 
ed not guilty. Two were acquitted 
and one convicted. Nine defendants 
drew jail sentences of six months each, 
Judge Sibley having previously de- 
clared that the federal penitentiary 
was already full. The three remain- 
ing were fined amounts ranging from 
S20) to S100. . 

In beginning his charge to the jury 
Judge Sibley commented = at . some 
length on the death of two members 
of the supreme court and the birth- 
dav of Justice Holmes, the oldest 
member of the body.

The Rochelle Ice and Cold Storage 
Company has a plant that is typical 
of the ones that have been establish- 
ed at McRae, Cordele, Ocilla, Fitz- 
gerald and Hawkinsville. It was built 
by C. EF. Richey and C. D. Crum- 
mey. They are the sole owners and 
showed a handsome profit the first 
year. They handled 100,000 pounds of 
meat last season in addition to their 
ice business. It is no small enterprise. 

A distinctive feature of the Rochelle 
plant is the “dry” storage effect cre- | 
ated by having the refrigerating pipes | 
overhead. In this way meat keeps | 
indefinitely. Another innovation is & 
modern smoke. house where meat is 
smoked for a fee with oak logs. This 
may eventually wipe the smoke house 
off the premises—or turn it into a 
corn-crib to care for the increasing 
size of the hogpens. 

Meat is brought into the Rochelle 
plant. It is tagged with a zinc meta! 
bearing the customer’s number and 
washed in a heated vat. It then is 
treated for curing and stored in spe- 
cially built bins. It may be with- 
drawn at any time on demand of the 
owner.

The indictments read to the women 
by Moore charge they caused Mrs. 
Marchand’s death by strangling her 
with a wad of paper thrust in her 
mouth. Miss Jimerson, alleged insti- 
gator of the crime, chewed gum vigor- 
ously in court. Both she and Mrs. 
Bowen wore the same dingy black 
garments they wore when arrested. 

Mrs, Bowen retained her stoical air 
and heard her questioners apparently 
without a trace of emotion. 

Asked if she pleaded guilty or not 
guilty, Miss Jimerson asked: “What 
does guilty mean?’ 

The district attorney explained it 
meant that if she killed Mrs. Mar- 
chand she was guilty. 

“I didn’t kill her,’’ she asserted, 

Henri Marchand, husband of the 
slain woman, appeared as a witness 
before the grand jury. He has said 
he knew the Indian woman only in a 
friendly way, having employed her as 
a model. 

Mrs. Bowen, who denied guilt, told 
the court she had no money with 
which to hire a lawyer.

No Poison Is Found 
In Oklahoma Ginger 


OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla., March 
10.—(/)—Failing to ‘find any traces 
of poison in eight samples of Jamaica 
ginger C. E. Clifford, city chemist, to- 
day was inclined to doubt the theory 
that use of the girfger as a beverage 
was responsible for a strange malady 
which has stricken several. hundred 
residents of Oklahoma City. The dis- 
ease is accompanied by paralytic 
symptoms. 

Clifford pointed out, however, that 
his analyses were not conclusive, as 
many more samples remained to be 
tested. 

Dr. D. T. Bowden, director of the 
state chemical laboratory, reported he 
had completed tests of two samples of 
Jamaica ginger without finding any 
poisonous elements. 

_Dr. Walter H. Miles,. city health 
director, clung to the opinion Jamaica 
gingtr resulted in the illness, while 
other physicians believed lead poison- 
ing was responsible. 

_ Improvement was noted in condi- 
tions of many of the patients under 
observation in hospitals and belief was 
expressed in medical circles that dan- 
ger had passed. No new cases had 
peen reported.
